While some of the details remain to | 
be settled, the. basis of the agreement 
provides that the Union Jack will be 
regarded as the official flag of the 
Union to be flown on ships, docks, 
|capitals and government. buildings. — 

Th6 Domestic flag, designed by T.. 
Ross, Minister of Justice in the 
Hertzog.. 
will remain: as. at present name- 
ly, three horizontal “stripes, orange, 
white and blue, with the Union Jack 
in the top right ‘corner, the Orange 
Free State vierkleur.in the top left 
corner and the Transvaal vierkleur in 
the left bottom corner. This gives the 
Union Jack one _twenty- fourth of the 
space. 

The bill providing for a new na

made by the well-informed naval cor- 
respondent of the London Dally News. 

He gives facts and figures designed 
|} to demonstrate that the latest German 
cruisers Konigsburg and Karlsruhe, 
launched last year, could overwhelm 
cruisers of-much largér size and are

Soviets Withdraw Concessions and 


Famous Explorer Loses Heavily 

‘Dr. Fridtjot. Nansen, famous exp!or- 
er.and humanitarian, bas been wean- 
ed from his early sympathy with the 
Soviets by the treatment which he re 
centl» received at their hands.~ Dr. 
Nansen who was appointed High 
Commissioner to Russia by the League 
of Nations, devoted his Nobel Prize 
award of 120,000 Swedish crowns, 
with $100,000 he had collected, to. ef- 
forts to improve the condition of the 
Russian peasants. 
“With the object of teaching them 
modern farming methods, he obtain- 
ed from the Soviet governments in the 
Dnieper and Saratof regions -conces- 
sions of land, upon which he founded 
model farms, with the latest equip- 
ment in machinery and tools. ‘The 
Nansen stations soon began to pay 
their way, but the peasantry instead 


of regarding them as useful object les- | 


sons, saw in them a scheme to deprive 
them of their own lands. 

When Dr. Nansen began to exploit 
a sandpit on his property on the 
“| Dnieper the local authorities inflicted 
such a heavy fine for not asking pre- 
vious permission to work the pit that 
he was obliged to cease work on his 
farnis temporarily to come to some 
arrangement, The Soviet authorities 
took the suspension as an excuse for 
withdrawing the concessions, and Dr. 
Nansen Jost not only’ his money but 
several yeas of hard work, as well.

Toronto.—'There are a great many 
people who speak of an Anglo-Saxon 
race, which does not exist and never 
did exist,” declared Hon, J. G. Gardin- 
er, Premier of Saskatchewan, in the 
course of an address delivered at the 
Empire Club weekly luncheon here. 
The subject of the speakér’s address 
was “Building a Nation in the North- 


tinent.” After tracing the history of 
the British people for a considerable 
period of time, Mr. Gardiner said: 

“There is not a Welshman, or a 
Devonshireman, or a Highland Scotch- 
man with one drop of Saxon blood in 
his veins.” 

Mr. Gardiner stated that the’ prob- 
lems confronting Canada were in no 
essential respect different from those 
through which the United States had 
passed, and were, after all; merely a 
repetition of the experiences of the 
rest of the great nations. 

He predicted d population of 23,- 
@00,000 in the Dominion by 1950.

QUEBEC PROVINCE: 


Ottawa.—“The  Doininion Govern- 
ment has not the right to go beyond 
its jurisdiction and interfere with 
that jurisdiction which under our con- 
stitution has been given to Quebec or 
any other province.” 

So stated Premier W.. L. Mackenzie, | 
King in reply te a deputation from the 
Canadian Alliance for Women’s Votes 
in Quebec, who urged that the Domin- 
ion Government take some action to- 
ward granting the women of that 
province a _ vote in provincial elec- 
tions. 

“T am afraid,’ continued the Prime 
Minister, “that the Government of the 
province df Quebec might not appre- 
ciate any attempt by us to tell it what 
it should do.” : 

This did not mean that the Domin- 
ion Government, he said, as not sym- 
pathetic to the request of the delega- 
tion; but it must be borne in mind 
that under the constitution of our 
country. certain rights were riven to 
the federal parliament while other 
rights were under the jurisdiction of 
the respective provincial fovern- 
ments. In federal. elections, women 
could yote; but the Dominion , Gov- 
ernment could not proceed. to inter- 
fere with the right of any of the pro- 
vinces in respect to the question as 
to whether women should yote in pro- 
vincial elections, 


“I think you'are in -ihe wrong 
court,’ ‘interjected Hon;: Ernest La- 
pointe, ininister of justice.
